| PATRIOTISM AND  FIRMNESS NEEDED

An Ex-Minlster Suggests Tmportant Ho-
forms In the Diplomatie Serviee
Which e Holdd Shouid
e Nonpartisan.

There In n tendency manifest In somo
quarters to abollsh the diplomatic service
of the United States, Those who take this
extreme view are few in number, but there
I8 an lgnorance or indiference In regard
to the sulyjoct on the part of a sufficlent
number to load oir gongresemen to feel that
they cun dock the appropriations for our
diplomatic service and otherwise Impair Its
eMeloncy without suffering blame fram thelr
constittoncies, It Is possible that at some
futiire poriod the devaloping maoans for com-
munfcating with all parta of the world and
the sapread of more harmonlous relntlons
among natlons may tend to the abolition
of o diplomatio service, Dul until that time
comes the United States cannot afford to
Jdispense with a forelgn service. On the
contrary she needs one even more than many
in proportion as her inftuenve extonds. An-
other fmportant point to consider Is the
fact that the number of forelgders resldoent
In the United States Is constantly gaining,
whiie the naturalization of forelgnors from
evary race on the globe necossarily leads to
Inereasing compliceativons

The fact I patent that even in private
transactions matters are copnstantly arising
which can only be satistactorlly artanged by
the direct influence of personal tact and
magnétism. No correspondence by letter, no
el iph or telephone can avall when mat
ters have reached that point. Now the ro
lations Between natfons are yet more dell
cate, Destructive wars, Incaloulable ealami
tes may turn on the merest polnt of honbr
Publicity must in all ¢ases be avolded as far
s possible when an atlempt (8 betng mude
to adjust o diMenlty; often it Is only under
that condition that concessions can bLe ob
talned. Unless we propose to put up a Chi
nose wWill nround our country and elone all
lons with foreiguners we must continue
to eonform to the great system of setiling
Internutionnl guesttons which has been de
veloped by the growth of eivilization and
the Increasing Intercourse of the natlons
No olviligsd pgovernment can abandon the
svstem until o universal congress of nations
decides to abollsh (€.

ECCENTRICITY NOT ALLOWABLE,

It follows that a great nation lke ours
must conforin In many of the detalls of n
forelgn servies with that aceepted among
other people. Whatever we may choose to
do In the conduct of our home affairs, we
only belittle our influence abroad by any
attempt at singularity or eccentricity when
pitting ourselves against the trained diplo-

trely destitute of exporience In that
pecial Tine of effort, It follows from
first thal we must oither hidke Lhe sery
ot to which enly men of wealth cam
pire, thus. réndering It at once an  wuth
Ized moneyed aristocraey, whioh I

A NON-PARTISAN DINMLOMATIO SERVICH

NEEDED

What we nesd 18 a tealned pon-partisan
diplomntie  service, such as  obialnsg  with
every  grent nation exéopt our own., Men
of proved slucation, Intelligence, thot and
polished manners should be selected In enrly
manhood for subordinate positions In the
service, They should acoquire the languagos
and understand that patriotism, merit and
application will fnsdre thelr continuanee in
this high” profession, An vavaneles occur
they may bo rotuted or promoted, as in the
army. Not, however, hy examinuation, ps in
the alvil servico. Whatever may bd  the
merits of exnminntion In thnt service, and
we frankly do not see all the advantuges
elitlmed for 1, 1t should not be required in
Hplomnaey, Any officlal whe has demon=
itrated his fitness for one poaltlon by g
praciles can then be elevated to another,
necording to the order of his forimer aps
pointment, such proved fitnesa belng a guars
antes of the fitness for the next grade of
promotion.

The faot that some of our forelgn diplo.
mate have oceaslonnlly ahown excepticnnl
fitness for appointments for which they hna
no previeons experience, does not compensate
for the contrary fact that far too many of
our diplomats have under such clreumstances
exhibited  manifest unfitness for such ree
sponsible posts. It will also be found that
some of our most successful diplomats have
boen exaotly those men who have boen roe
appolnted, and thus profited by experience

samo qualities are equally important in the
head of the department of state, to which
should be added some personal experlence in
diplomacy and high moral courage. 'To have
served as o prominent membor of congress
or lu any otheér politleal eapaoity or to have
n prafound knowledge of law does not neces-
garily it one to be gecretary of state, That
official should bhave some personal Kknowl
ailge of forelgn nations, and reallge how fur
lie can venture In protecting our interests
A lack of such knowledge has caused much
of the timidity displayed for so many years,
with n few rare excepiions, In our dealings
with the great powers of Burope, we some-
times show pluck envogh When deallng with
Inferlor nutions. 1t I8 not fully apprehended
at Washington that, aslde from the linpossi-
bility of any foreign natlon belng able to
land any force on our shores that could cope
with the enormous armles we can put Into
the fleld, they ure so sltuated towards cach
other that not one of them could dare for o
momoent to enter into war with the United
States, even If with her feets she could
damage our ports. Such a war would demand
avery effort and resource on the part of the
nation making it, and would lay her open to
a fatal attack In the rear from enemlea who
are only walting for her to slgn her death
wurrant by such a prodiglons blunder. No,
we have nothing to fear from any forelgn
power. It Is suMelent for our government to
be firm in order to secure overy reasonahle
demand. But fow of our secretaries of state
realize this faet. Hence one source of the
frequent wenkness of our diplomacy, for we
can  hardly expect our diplomatie agents
abroad to exhibit a spirit that would be dis-
avowed at home.
A BOURCE OF WBEAKNESS.

Another source of weakness In our siate
department arises from the large number of
naturalized eftizens now In our republie. A
gecratary of state who aspires to  become
president or who dreads the attacks of the
press and the censure of conatituencies
naturally hesitates to provoke difieultics with
a nation from which we have recrulted many
of our citizens, for their still lingéring love
of fatherland may temper thelr Judgment of
the acts of the stute department. It (8 in
such cuses that moral courage to execule
duty without fiinching s required, but s
gsometimes lacking at Washington,

It I not in the lack of native ability
that our diplomats are  wanting, but
Iin the requisite fitness and expericnce
for that particular service, American
adaptability often e¢nables them in a
measure to overcomoe this  defect, ns
service in war eventually enables a volun-
teer to become an efMclent veteran. Stil he
must suffer many reverses In his encounters
with them. This I8 about the condition of
many of the diplomats we send ahbroad,
It they are sometlmes laughed at, bringing
derision on our country and inefficiently
accomplishing the purposes of thelr appoint-
ment, we only have ourselves to blame. A
man who can make a good stump speech
or manipulate a caueus or win his milllons
on the stock exchange ls not thereby os-
pecially fitted for encounters with the Anesse
or bluff of foreign diplomacy and to exhibit
a knowledge of setiquette, courts, policiea
or foreign tongues which are essential to
make him a persona grata without which
he might as well stay at home, Further-
mora, the battles of diplomacy are won not
only by general ability or by a knowledge
of law, international or otherwise, but quite
as well by being sociully pliable and agroe-
able. To this end every one in diplomacy
should have respeotable speaking linowl-
edge of the French language, the better he
knows It the greater his Influsnce, celerls
paribup. There s hardly a court and no
diplomatic corps whera French can be dis-
pensed with, If to this be added a knowl-
odge of the language of the country to which
the diplomat I8 appointed so much the bet-
ter. But French he shounld have in any case
While English s destined to become the
language of diplomacy, It has not yet reached
that point. The rules and principles Inld
down In the Instructions glven to our diplo-
mats, the discipline and practice of routine
duty followed in the department at Wash-
ington, and the general character of our
diplomatic service In such matters, offor
little ground for dissatisfaction, A century
of national exlstence has enabled us to
evolve a system whilch Is on the whole satls-
fabtory. More lfe and vigor might, perhaps,
be Infused Into the Washington end of our
diplomatie service If officlals who have been
there for a conslderable term of yeurs were
transforred to the forelgn service some-
times and wers replaced by those who have
already been for a time

TWO GREAT DEFECTS.

But the two great defects of our diplo-
matle service arlse from the meagorness of
the salarios and other appolntments al-
lowed and the all but invariable rule of
amigning to forelgn appolntments men on-

I8 prosperous,

The elght-hour bill for miners has pasaed
the second reading In the English Parlin-
ment by a large maojority, and will undoubt=
wdly pass finally,

The Bigelow Carpet company, at Clinton,
Mass,, have stopped work In thelr woolen
mill, How long they will remain shut
down Is not Known,

The hard times have put their hand on
the stone Industry at Osgood, Ind.,  All the
gquuarries will be closed down. Business Is
the dullest for years,

Between 200 and 200 eamployes of the Millor
knitting mill, at Daldwinsaville, N, Y., struck
for a restoration of woages, which were re=
dueed 20 per cont last full,

The ‘'longshoremen of Klizabeth, N. J.,
struck agalnst o reduction of 20 cents per
1,000 feet for unloading lumber from a
schooner at Heldritter's dock,

The secale adopted by the Amalgamated
Assoclation of Tin, Iren and Bteel Workers
at the Cleveland conventlon has met with
the dpproval of the employers,

The Paterson, N. J., silk manufacturers
and striking weavers had a conference but
falled to reach an agreemont, Each slde
refused to make any conceaslons,

Vessel owners and Juke seamen will hoence=
forth arbiteate thelr dfferences, The owne-
ers have agreed to employ nong but mems
bers of the Lake Scamen's unlon.

The governmant of New South Wales has
made a contract with the Rallroad Tie Cut-
ters' unlon to supply tles [or the fAscal year,
The unlon underbid the contractors,

Carpenters at Tampa, Fla,, organlzed =&
co-operative bullding assoclatlon to take
work at contract without depending upon
bosses, who have been cutling wages,

Carpenters organized eleven new unlons
last month; gained nine hours at Bangor,
'a,, Battle Creek, Mich., and Galveston,
Tex., and elght hours at Lynn, Manss.

Eight hundred men employed In  seve
ernl  brickyards along the river front of
Kingaton, N. Y., struck because a redustion
of 20 cents & day was made in thelr wages,

Miners to the number of 160 In the De .
Koven mines at Henderson, Ky., and 100
men In the Jarvis-Bartley mines, have gone
out because they were réquired to mine coal
for shipment,

Charles Kulkman of the genersl execus
tive board of the International Furniture
Workers' unlon s  traveling through the
middlo stutus visiting local unions and ore
gunlzing new ones,

Clothing operators in the employ of Cons
tractor Brovoskl, Boaton, Mass., have struck
to enforee a demand for an Increass of 20
pir oent in wagoes. Brovoskl suys he can
Nl thelr places easlly.

About fifty hands employed at the Hooks
well yarn mills st Leominster, Moss,, have
struck for a restoration of the wages pald
last fall. They were cut at the time from
$1.40 to $1.30 por day,

Taking advantage of the dullness prevall-
Ing In that city, the contractors of Baltimors
wro making stronuous efforts (o substitutle
4 nine-hour for the elght-hour day now pre-
valling in the bullding trades there.

The Ohlo Central lines, which control a
groat amount of the Ohlo coal trafMe, have
given notlge of a cut of 4 per cent In
waigen of all employes un the road, to tuke
uffoct at once, and continue during the coal
minurs' strike,

H. Martin of Minnsapolls, & member of the
genaral executive board of the Knights of
Labor, has besn arrested st Seranton, Pa.,
for Hbeling T. V. Powderly In saying that he
had refused Lo turn over the property of Lhe
order to J. R, Boverelgn.
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
